GENERAL  INFORMATION 


OPEN  MEETING  LAW— CHAP.  626,  ACTS,  1958 

Meetings  of  every  district,  city  and  town  board,  com¬ 
mission  and  school  committee  shall  be  open  to  public  and  to 
press  (unless  in  executive  session).  A  notice  of  such  meet¬ 
ings  must  be  filed  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  with  the 
clerk  of  the  district  or  town.  (A  regular  schedule  of  meet¬ 
ings  filed  in  advance  is  permissible.)  Accurate  records  of  all 
meetings  shall  be  maintained  setting  forth  action  taken.  A 
summary  of  all  matters  voted  shall  be  made  available  with 
reasonable  promptness  after  each  meeting.  The  records  shall 
become  a  public  record  and  available  to  the  public  upon  being 
approved.  (For  information  on  executive  sessions  and  emer¬ 
gencies  check  law  with  Town  Clerk.) 


The  town  offices  are  open  Monday  through  Friday  from 
8:30  A.  M.  to  4:00  P.  M.,  and  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  and  Collector  is  also  open  Wednesday  evenings 
from  6:30  P.  M.  to  8:00  P.  M. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  Welfare,  and  Health,  and  the 
Assessors  meet  in  their  offices  Wednesday  evenings  at  7 :30 
P.  M. 

The  School  Committee  meets  the  third  Wednesday  of  each 
month  at  7:30  P.  M.  in  the  School  Committee  room.

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REPORT  OF  AN  AUDIT  OF  THE  ACCOUNTS 
OF  THE  TOWN  OF  DIGHTON 
MARCH  13,  1958  TO  MARCH  22,  1960

Sir : 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Dighton  for 
the  period  from  March  13,  1958,  the  date  of  the  previous 
examination,  to  March  22,  1960,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

An  examination  and  verification  was  made  of  the  recorded 
financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  shown  on  the  books  of 
the  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  or  commit¬ 
ting  bills  for  collection. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  auditor’s  office  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
compared  with  the  treasurer’s  books  and  with  the  records  of 
departmental  payments  to  the  treasurer,  while  the  recorded 
disbursements  were  checked  with  the  treasury  warrants  and 
with  the  records  of  payments  by  the  treasurer.  The  ap¬ 
propriations  and  transfers,  as  entered  on  the  ledgers,  were 
checked  with  the  town  clerk’s  records  of  financial  votes 
passed  by  town  meetings  and  with  the  finance  committee”s 
authorizations  of  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund. 

An  analysis  was  made  of  the  general  and  appropriation 
ledger  accounts,  a  trial  balance  was  drawn  off  proving  the 
accounts  to  be  in  balance,  the  necessary  adjusting  entries 
resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet, 
which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town  on  March  22,  1960. 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  com¬ 
pared  with  the  records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer  by  the 
several  departments  and  with  other  sources  from  which  the 
town  received  money,  while  the  recorded  payments  were 
compared  with  the  treasury  warrants  and  with  the  auditor’s 
books. 

The  cash  book  was  footed  throughout,  and  the  cash 
balance  on  March  22,  1960  was  verified  by  actual  count  of  the 
cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances 
with  statements  received  from  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  and  State 
taxes,  for  the  retirement  systems,  for  Blue  Cross  and  Blue 
Shield,  and  for  group  insurance  were  examined.  The  deduc¬ 
tions  were  footed,  the  payments  to  the  proper  agencies  were 
verified,  and  the  balances  on  hand  were  reconciled  with  the 
respective  controls  in  the  auditor’s  ledger. 

The  transactions  of  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of 
the  town  treasurer  were  verified,  and  the  savings  bank  books 
representing  the  investment  of  these  funds  were  examined 
and  listed. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and 
checked  with  the  cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file. 
The  bond  and  coupon  account  was  reconciled,  and  the  out¬ 
standing  coupons  were  listed. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  town  and  district  taxes,  as  well  as  interest 
and  costs,  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared 
with  the  collector’s  records,  the  recorded  redemptions  were 
checked,  and  the  tax  titles  on  hand  were  listed,  reconciled 
with  the  auditor’s  ledger,  and  compared  with  the  records  at 
the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

It  is  recommended  that  proceedings  be  instituted  by  the 
town  treasurer  to  foreclose  the  right  of  redemption  on  all 
tax  titles  held  over  two  years,  as  required  by  law. 
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The  records  of  tax  possessions  acquired  by  the  town  by 
foreclosure  of  tax  titles  were  examined  and  checked.  The 
sales  of  tax  possessions  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s 
cash  book  and  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds, 
while  the  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed  and  reconciled 
with  the  auditor’s  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  town  and  district  taxes  and 
excise  outstanding  according  to  the  previous  examination, 
as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitments,  were  audited  and 
compared  with  the  assessors’  warrants  issued  for  their  col¬ 
lection.  The  reported  payments  to  the  town  and  district 
treasurers  were  verified,  the  recorded  abatements  were  com¬ 
pared  with  the  assessors’  records  of  abatements  granted, 
the  transfers  to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked  with  the 
records  of  tax  titles  by  the  town,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved. 

The  commitments  of  departmental  accounts  receivable 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  and  the  out¬ 
standing  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  obtained  by 
mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared 
on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town  and  districts,  the 
replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed, 
are  correct. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  select¬ 
men,  the  town  clerk,  the  police  department,  and  the  milk  in¬ 
spector  were  examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the 
State  and  to  the  town  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  departmental  officials  required 
to  file  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  available 
records  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
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town  or  committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined  and 
checked. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s  cash, 
summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax  title,  tax  possession,  and 
departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the 
condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  funds. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit  cooperation  was  ex¬ 
tended  by  all  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

At  such  time  as  the  said  Committee 
elects,  it  shall  mail  to  the  local  school  committees  of  the 
member  towns  notice  of  the  date  upon  which  it  shall  assume 
jurisdiction  over  the  education  of  the  pupils  in  grades  nine 
through  twelve,  inclusive.

On  October  29,  1934,  the  Town  established  the  present 
Town  Offices  by  virtue  of  a  vote  to  raise  $100,000.00  to  con¬ 
struct  a  Junior-Senior  High  School  and  Town  Offices. 

Since  that  time  several  Town  Office  Committees  have 
been  voted  authority  by  the  Town  to  study  and  report  upon 
expansion  needs  as  well  as  one  whereby  a  new  building  ad¬ 
jacent  to  the  school  was  considered. 

This  present  Town  Office  Committee  was  established  by 
Town  Meeting  vote  on  December  10,  1956.  Annual  reports 
have  been  submitted,  the  text  of  which  has  been  “delay” 
to  await  the  Town’s  decision  relative  to  the  School  Needs 
Program. 

The  Town’s  action  and  decision  to  join  Rehoboth  in  a 
Regional  District  makes  available  space  adjacent  to  the 
present  Town  Offices.  The  Committee  has  been  meeting  on 
frequent  occasions  and  many,  many  ideas  have  been  pre¬ 
sented  and  considered. 

It  is  now  the  will  of  the  Committee  that  the  following 
be  proposed: 

1.  The  present  Town  Office  area  be  expanded  to  include 
class  room  No.  17  and  the  principal’s  office. 
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2.  Class  room  No.  17  be  divided  by  a  suitable  partition 
to  create  two  separate  office  rooms — one  for  the  Board 
of  Assessors  and  the  other  for  purposes  of  hearings, 
Planning  Board,  Finance  Committee,  Water  District 
and  such  other  Board  and  Committee  meetings  which 
may  be  necessary. 

3.  The  principal’s  office  be  assigned  to  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  and  also  to  be  used  as  a  conference  and  con¬ 
sultation  room  as  required  by  any  agency  of  local 
government. 

4.  A  complete  repair  program  of  the  Town  office  area  be 
established  to  include  painting  of  ceiling,  walls,  re¬ 
finishing  woodwork  and  floors  and  replacement  of 
damaged  walls. 

5.  Installation  of  a  doorwav  between  the  Selectmen’s 

*/ 

office  and  the  principal’s  office  to  allow  inter-office 
passage  for  convenience  of  personnel. 

6.  Construction  of  suitable  shelves,  files  and  cabinets  on 
or  in  the  wall  dividing  the  hearing  room  and  new 
Assessors’  office. 


7.  Recommend  an  appropriation  of  $2500.00  to  supple¬ 
ment  the  balance  on  hand  to  make  the  proposed 
changes  and  repairs. 

8.  Recommend  that  the  work  commence  upon  the  end  of 
the  school  year  and  be  completed  by  the  beginning  of 
the  new  school  year. 

9.  Recommend  that  the  Selectmen,  Assessors  and  the 
Town  Clerk  be  authorized  to  arrange  for  the  necessary 
repairs  and  renovations.

layout  of  Elm  Street,  entitled  “Plan  of  Elm  Street  in  the 
Town  of  Dighton,  Bristol  County,  Scale:  40  feet  to  the  inch — 
Leonard  E.  Curran  &  Associates,  Civil  Engineers,  dated  Feb. 
24,  1960,”  said  plan  being  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk,  certain 
parcels  of  land  in  fee  with  all  rights,  easements,  privileges 
and  appurtenances  thereto,  including  all  fixtures,  buildings, 
structures  affixed  thereto,  and  all  trees,  including  shade  trees, 
shrubs,  and  stone  walls. 

(41)  The  report  of  the  Building  Code  Committee  was  given 
by  Russell  Varley  as  follows: 

“REPORT  OF  CODE  COMMITTEE 

The  Code  Committee  and  Planning  Board  have  met  several 
times  since  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  August  1959. 

Due  to  unforeseen  circumstances,  especially  sickness,  the 
Committee  has  not  yet  had  a  full  attendance  of  its  members. 
However,  those  present  have  made  some  progress  but  as  this 
is  a  complex  subject  and  requires  considerable  thought  and 
detail  it  will  require  much  more  time  and  many  more  meetings 
to  prepare  a  code  for  your  consideration. 

Therefore,  at  this  time  we  can  only  make  a  report  of 
progress,  and  ask  for  any  discussion  you  wish  to  make  on 
this  subject.

(42)  The  report  of  the  Revaluation  Committee  was  given  by 
Clayton  Atwood  as  follows: 

“REPORT  OF  REVALUATION  COMMITTEE 

At  the  1959  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Town  voted  to 
establish  a  Revaluation  Committee  whose  purpose  was  to 
study  and  report  upon  the  Tax  assessing  methods  and  struc¬ 
ture  of  the  Town.  The  Committee  was  voted  to  consist  of 
representatives  from  all  local  governmental  agencies,  indus¬ 
try,  public  utilities  and  agriculture. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  this  group,  approximately  90% 
of  the  Committee  was  in  attendance  and  heard  Mr.  Leslie  M. 
Willard  of  the  Massachusetts  Tax  Commissioner’s  Staff  and 
Tax  Consultant  present  the  advantages  of  modern  tax  meth¬ 
ods.  Subsequently,  the  Committee  voted  to  engage  Mr. 
Willard  to  conduct  a  professional  appraisal  of  the  Town’s  tax 
structure. 

Mr.  Willard  has  completed  his  study  and  submitted  his 
report  which  is  presented  for  the  Town’s  study  and  considera¬ 
tion.  The  data  referred  to  as  the  ratio  study  is  purposely 
omitted  because  of  its  length  and  detail.  The  ratio  summary 
is  as  follows: 

Thirty  four  per  cent  is  the  mean  ratio  of  local  assessors’ 
values  to  stamp  transfer  values  over  a  four  year  period.  The 
range  shows  a  high  of  19  above  and  13  below  the  mean,  and 
an  average  of  less  than  five  above  and  below  the  mean. 

To  the  Assessors  and  Town  Officials  who  are  close  to  the 
tax  structure  and  financial  function  of  the  Town,  the  report 
is  most  interesting  and  should  be  to  the  township  also. 

‘REPORT 

October  1,  1959 

‘The  assessors’  alphabetical  card  index  by  property 
owners  is  very  good,  but  I  would  recommend  a  card  for 
each  parcel  of  real  estate  as  required  for  assessments 
under  our  law  and  that  the  plan,  page  and  lot  indentifica- 
tion  be  placed  on  each  card  so  that  a  plan  reference  can 
be  easily  made. 
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The  new  plans  should  have  placed  upon  them  the 
dimensions  and  areas  so  that  the  pertinent  information 
of  each  lot  is  readily  available  when  referring  to  the 
plans.  This  would  be  invaluable  in  equalizing  land  values. 

An  index  by  streets  of  cards  showing  all  dimensions 
and  physical  facts  of  value  and  construction  of  structures 
with  details  of  land  charactertics  should  be  the  major 
future  improvement  in  your  assessors’  records.  This  in¬ 
formation  may  be  obtained  by  a  commercial  firm  under 
contract,  local  personnel  under  supervision  of  the  assessors 
or  local  personnel  under  direction  of  a  qualified  appraiser- 
engineer. 

The  cost  of  such  a  program  would  equal  eight  dollars 
for  each  parcel  surveyed  if  given  out  to  contract. 

Supervision  of  asseessors’  work  both  now  and  in  the 
future  can  be  obtained  by  the  Town  voting  for  the  State 
Assessment  System  under  Chapter  58,  Section  7A  of  the 
General  Laws  and  the  cost  would  be  less  than  the  annual 
state  audit  charge  for  the  service. 

The  enclosed  ratio  study  shows  the  need  of  additional 
information  concerning  the  physical  facts  of  value  in 
regard  to  your  assessed  properties  in  order  that  better 
equalization  may  be  established  in  your  Town.  You  will 
note  that  the  sales-ratio  information  indicates  that  your 
board  of  assessors  are  doing  an  excellent  job  with  the 
facts  available  to  them.  Any  assessment  within  plus  or 
minus  five  percent  of  the  mean  percentage  is  considered 
good  assessment.  The  fact  that  your  assessments  are 
grouped  so  closely  to  the  percentage  of  market  value  used 
by  the  assessors  indicates  intelligent  comparison  of  the 
properties  in  Dighton. 

Under  such  a  program  as  I  recommend,  the  study  of 
commercial,  manufacturing  and  public  utilities  would 
have  values  determined  by  physical  facts,  use  of  proper¬ 
ty,  classification,  capitalization  and  comparison,  so  that 
they  too  would  be  equalized  for  assessment  purposes. 

An  equalization  program  does  not  increase  the  actual 
taxes  on  such  property  as  mentioned  above.  This  has 
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been  indicated  in  seventy  such  programs  in  the  last  ten 
years.

On  February  17,  1960,  the  second  and  last  meeting  of  the 
Committee  was  held  with  100%  of  the  appointed  group  in 
attendance.  A  lengthy  discussion  of  the  Willard  report  was 
held  and  an  analysis  of  the  overall  tax  structure  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  those  in  attendance.  In  view  of  the  expressed 
attitude  of  all  representatives  of  industry  and  the  apparent 
prevailing  equities  of  valuation  existing  as  indicated  by  the 
Willard  Report,  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  committee 
that  it  would  not  be  their  will  to  advise  or  recommend  to  the 
Town  a  program  of  revaluation  of  properties  at  this  time. 
Representatives  of  industry  requested  that  at  such  time  as 
the  Town  may  vote  to  appropriate  funds  to  acquire  a  revalu¬ 
ation,  that  all  industrial  properties  be  included  in  such  a 
program.

(43)  VOTED:  On  motion  made  by  Francis  Torres  that  the 
Town  authorize  the  Board  of  Registrars  and  the  Town  Clerk 
to  study  the  feasibility  of  abolishing  the  Precinct  form  of 
voting. 

(44)  VOTED:  On  motion  of  Clayton  Atwood  that  the  Town 
vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Clerk,  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board 
of  Assessors,  the  Planning  Board  and  all  elected  District 
Officers  of  the  several  districts,  to  study  and  pursue  the 
feasibility  of  petition  to  the  legislature  for  measures  whereby 
the  Town  may  consider  the  acceptance  of  the  liabilities  and 
functions  of  the  various  districts  within  the  Town. 

(45)  VOTED:  On  motion  made  by  Clayton  Atwood  that  the 
assembly  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  representative 
committee  of  the  various  civic  groups  of  the  Town  to  study, 
survey,  and  pursue  the  possibility  of  the  best  use  of  the  three 
buildings — civic  center,  veterans’  hall  and  the  old  fire  station. 
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The  Moderator  appointed  the  Finance  Committee  for  the 
year  to  be  as  follows:  John  Cambra,  Main  St.;  Earle  Smith, 
Williams  St. ;  Gordon  Spinney,  Summer  St. ;  Roger  Perry, 
School  St. ;  Osman  Crotty,  Lincoln  Ave. ;  Kenneth  H.  Holmes, 
Horton  St. ;  and  Arthur  C.  Staples,  Somerset  Ave.

A  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  on  November  16,  1960 
at  7 :30  P.  M.  and  was  called  to  order  by  Percy  B.  Simmons, 
Town  Clerk.  The  warrant  was  read  and  motion  requested 
for  nomination  of  Moderator.  Clayton  Atwood  was  nominated 
and  unanimously  elected. 

(1)  The  report  of  the  Old  Building  Committee  was  given  by 
Francis  J.  Torres  as  follows: 
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“REPORT  OF  OLD  BULDING  COMMITTEE 

The  Town  Meeting  authorized  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a 
committee  representative  of  the  several  organizations  using 
the  facilities  of  Town  owned  buildings,  to  study  and  consider 
the  best  usage  and  possible  disposition  of  the  Veterans’ 
Memorial  Hall,  the  Civic  Center  and  the  South  Fire  Station. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  committee  was  called  on  May 
11,  1960  with  nineteen  persons  in  attendance.  It  was  re¬ 
solved  to  await  a  reply  from  the  commissioners  of  the  Dighton 
Water  District  relative  to  their  consideration  of  possible 
usage  of  the  South  Station. 

The  Committee  voted  to  table  any  further  consideration 
of  the  Civic  Center  as  a  meeting  place  of  the  Girl  Scout  organi¬ 
zation,  inasmuch  that  the  Girl  Scout  officials  are  quite  content 
with  the  prevailing  circumstances. 

The  Committee  further  resolved  to  await  the  results  of 
a  meeting  of  parties  interested  in  establishing  a  Youth  Pro¬ 
gram  to  be  centered  around  Vets.  Memorial  Hall.  Con¬ 
siderable  interests  appeared  to  prevail  in  support  of  a  com¬ 
munity  sponsorship. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held  on  Oct. 
26,  1960  in  the  Town  Offices,  with  nine  in  attendance.  It  was

drants. 

Permits  issued:  Bottled  gas  (12),  Oil  burners  (23),  Ex¬ 
plosives  (9),  Gas  Tank  inspections  (4),  Volatile  fluid  storage 
(1). 

A  standby  was  maintained  at  both  stations  during  the 
storm  and  threat  of  high  water  on  January  3,  during  the  snow 
storm  of  March  5,  during  Hurricane  Donna  on  September  12 
and  during  the  severe  snow  storm  of  December  12,  1960. 

The  portable  generator  was  pressed  into  emergency 
service  during  the  power  loss  due  to  Hurricane  Donna. 

The  tank  truck  has  been  set  up  with  a  plow  rig,  and  was 
used  to  great  advantage  in  plowing  out  heavily  drifted  roads 
during  the  storm  of  December  12,  1960. 

All  radios  have  been  narrowed,  pertaining  to  deviation, 
as  required  by  Federal  law. 
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At  the  request  of  the  Berkley  Fire  Dept.,  mutual  aid 
was  rendered  by  Dighton  at  a  barn  fire  January  10,  a  barn  fire 
February  26,  a  woods  fire  October  29,  and  in  Taunton,  at  a 
drowning  in  Mill  River  on  December  28,  1960. 

Mutual  aid  was  received  by  Dighton  from  Rehoboth  Fire 
Dept,  on  December  12  and  December  21 ;  Swansea  Fire  Dept, 
also  assisted  at  house  fire  on  Williams  St.  on  December  21, 
1960. 

A  new  station  for  South  Dighton,  voted  by  the  people 
in  March,  is  now  in  use.  The  first  activity  being  the  voting 
on  November  7,  1960. 

An  old  landmark  is  to  vanish  from  the  Dighton  scene  as 
the  Old  South  Dighton  Fire  Station  is  to  be  removed,  as  Fire 
Department  activities  have  been  transferred  to  the  new  sta¬ 
tion. 

The  50th  Anniversary  of  the  Dighton  Firemen’s  Associa¬ 
tion  was  celebrated,  and  at  that  time,  a  mutual  aid  drill  was 
held  and  eighteen  cities  and  towns  participated. 

A  Christmas  Party  for  the  children  of  the  town  was  held 
on  Sunday,  December  18,  goodies,  gifts  and  a  ride  on  the 
fire  trucks  was  the  program  of  the  day. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Officials  and  the  Citizens  of 
our  town  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  they  have  given 
the  Fire  Department  and  also  for  helping  to  keep  our  fire 
losses  to  a  minimum  during  the  year.

Civil  Defense  continued  to  be  active  in  weekly  commun¬ 
ication  drills  during  1960.  School  Officials  aided  by  holding 
Civil  Defense  Aid  Raid  Drills,  a  program  we  hope  to  continue, 
in  the  schools  of  Dighton. 

Dighton  Civil  Defense  participated  in  a  state  wide,  three 
day  exercise  drill  in  May,  at  which  time,  air  raid  signals  were 
tested,  schools  evacuated,  road  blocks  set  up  and  traffic 
halted.  On  May  2,  1960  Open  House  was  held  at  Veteran’s 
Memorial  Hall  in  the  evening  to  acquaint  the  townspeople  with 
emergency  hospital  supplies  stored  there.  Unfortunately, 
only  one  person  was  interested  enough  to  attend. 

Over  the  Labor  Day  weekend,  during  state  wide  opera¬ 
tion  road  watch,  our  Dighton  Civil  Defense  Auxiliary  Police 
assisted  in  traffic  duty. 

During  Hurricane  Donna,  in  September,  auxiliary  police 
and  firemen  assisted  in  the  evacuating  of  families  living  along 
the  waterfront.  At  this  point,  it  cannot  be  stressed  enough 
that,  although  Dighton  is  well  equipped  to  assist  in  almost 
any  emergency,  more  Civil  Defense  volunteers  are  needed. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Officials  and  School  Department 
Heads  for  their  cooperation,  also  the  Civil  Defense  Radio 
Officers,  Auxiliary  Police  and  Firemen  and  other  volunteers 
who  donate  their  time  to  keep  Civil  Defense  organized,  so 
that  Dighton  may  benefit  by  having  an  active  Civil  Defense 
Organization.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

The  following  report  for  the  year  1960  is  herewith  sub¬ 
mitted. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  aided  7  cases,  representing  15 
persons  during  the  year.  Total  expenditures  of  $8,183.54 
represents  increase  of  $1,987.16  over  previous  year,  due  to 
increased  case  load.  The  Town  appropriated  $5,000.00  which 
was  supplemented  by  U.  S.  Grants.  Town  appropriation  was 
overdrawn,  therefore,  $782.04  was  transferred  from  balance 
in  Old  Age  Assistance  account  to  meet  the  needs. 

Disability  Assistance  aided  6  cases,  with  total  expendi¬ 
tures  of  $5,455.15.  Town  appropriated  $4,000.00  and  balance 
was  paid  from  U.  S.  Grants.  This  category  showed  very  little 
variation  in  case  load  and  expenditures  over  1959.  Balance 
in  Town  appropriation  was  $879.28. 

General  Relief  aided  12  cases,  representing  39  persons. 
The  Town  appropriated  $9,000.00,  however,  this  account 
showed  a  balance,  due  to  decrease  in  case  load,  as  well  as 
expenditures  in  outside  relief.  The  sum  of  $1,101.18  was 
paid  to  other  cities  and  towns  for  reimbursement  for  outside 
relief  and  cases  with  a  Dighton  settlement,  residing  out  of 
town.  The  sum  of  $6,889.82  was  expended  for  cash,  medical 
and  maintenance  costs  for  persons  aided  while  residing  in 
this  town,  however,  approximately  $2,700.00  accounts  receiv¬ 
able  are  due  for  reimbursements  from  other  cities  and  towns 
for  cases  having  legal  settlement  outside  of  Dighton.  This 
category  also  shows  accounts  receivable  from  the  State,  for 
approximately  $800.00,  for  cases  having  no  legal  settlement 
in  the  Commonwealth.  The  net  expense  for  cases  having 
legal  settlement  in  this  town  was  very  small.  We  are  pleased 
to  report  that  employable  persons  have  not  remained  on  relief 
for  any  length  of  time,  as  it  has  been  our  endeavor  to  have 
persons  who  are  physically  able  to  become  self-supporting, 
do  so. 
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Old  Age  Assistance  aided  37  cases,  with  total  expendi¬ 
tures  of  $39,975.18,  including  $792.76  paid  to  other  cities  and 
towns  for  outside  relief.  The  Town  appropriation  of  $28,000.00 
showed  a  substantial  balance  of  $3,402.00,  due  to  decrease 
in  case  load.  U.  S.  Grants  supplemented  the  Town  appropria¬ 
tion.  Net  expense  to  the  Town  is  considerably  low,  due  to 
reimbursements  by  U.  S.  Grants,  which  are  applied  directly 
to  specified  account;  and  in  addition,  participation  from  State 
as  well  as  other  cities  and  towns. 

In  accordance  with  Chapter  781,  Acts  of  1960,  the  new 
program  known  as  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged,  has  been 
administered  by  this  department.  Four  cases  have  received 
assistance  under  this  program,  with  expense  of  $1,386.01. 
Federal  reimbursements  to  be  received  are  50%  of  total  costs. 
State  participation  amounts  to  2/3  of  balance,  and  the  re¬ 
mainder  a  town  expense,  since  there  are  no  legal  settlements 
involved. 

Expenditures  for  administration  of  Public  Assistance 
amounted  to  $3,365.75  with  total  reimbursements  from  U.  S. 
Grants  amounting  to  $2,695.72.  State  has  participated  in 
administration  costs  of  Disability  Assistance  since  the  cate- 
gory  originated  in  1951.  Chapter  871  of  the  Acts  of  1960, 
effective  October  1,  1960,  provides  for  State  financial  partici¬ 
pation  in  the  amount  of  25%  for  administrative  expenditures 
of  the  programs  of  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged,  Old  Age 
Assistance,  and  Aid  to  Dependent  Children.  Thus,  there  will 
be  State  administrative  reimbursement  of  25%  for  all  public 
assistance  programs  except  General  Relief. 

The  Christmas  Fund  contribution  of  $500.00  from  the 
Taunton  Greyhound  Association,  Inc.  was  again  gratefully 
acknowledged  and  received. 

Sincere  thanks  are  expressed  to  the  various  Organiza¬ 
tions,  Boy  Scouts,  and  individuals  who  donated  Thanksgiving 
and  Christmas  Baskets  and  gifts  to  needy  families. 

To  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  District 
Office  #5,  and  Bureau  of  Accounts,  we  express  our  apprecia- 
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tion  for  assistance  in  the  administration  of  the  various  cate¬ 
gories  of  relief. 

This  department  is  grateful  to  all  Town  Officials,  Organi¬ 
zations  and  Personnel  for  the  splendid  cooperation  and  services 
rendered.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  NURSE 


To  the  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen : 

Four  clinics  for  protection  against  Polio  were  held  dur¬ 
ing  1960.  Early  evening  clinics  were  arranged  so  adults 
could  take  advantage  of  this  service.  Since  the  beginning 
of  this  program,  about  two  thousand  have  received  these 
protective  shots.  One  hundred  and  sixty  one  received  in¬ 
oculations  for  protection  against  diptheria,  whooping  cough 
and  tetanus.  Twenty  three  children  were  vaccinated  against 
small  pox.  We  had  no  epidemics  of  contagious  diseases. 

Visits  were  made  to  all  pre-mature  infants.  This  is  a 
service  provided  by  local  Boards  of  Health  for  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Department  of  Public  Health-Division  of  Maternal 
and  Child  Health  Services. 

Miss  Mildred  Foster  the  District  Supervisor,  held  two 
meetings  with  a  group  of  local  nurses,  both  school  and  public 
health.  At  the  first  meeting  in  Seekonk,  Mr.  Vokey  of  the 
Bristol  County  Health  Association  explained  patch  testing 
for  T.B.  in  the  schools.  In  the  Fall  the  second  meeting  was 
held  in  Swansea  at  the  Board  of  Health  office.  Merits  and 
disadvantages  of  the  testing  program  carried  on  in  Westport 
and  Somerset,  from  the  nurses  point  of  view,  were  discussed, 
as  well  as  problems  common  to  all,  new  medications  and  new 
phases  in  daily  work. 

During  the  Hurricane  in  September,  I  was  on  duty  at  the 
Elementary  School — Civil  Defense  Shelter,  where  about  sixty 
persons  received  shelter  for  six  to  eight  hours.  Over  a 
hundred  people  were  fed,  some  coming  in  for  food  after  the 
storm  had  subsided ;  coffee  was  provided  for  Police,  Firemen 
and  all  on  duty  during  the  storm. 

I  again  served  as  secretary  of  the  Dighton  Unit  of  the 
Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Chil¬ 
dren  and  also  secretary  of  the  Dighton  Service  Unit  of  the 
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Salvation  Army.  As  a  Board  member,  I  attended  meetings 
of  the  Bristol  County  Mental  Health  Association. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  members  of  the  Board 
of  Health  for  their  support  and  cooperation  and  to  all  who  so 
generously  gave  their  time  and  help  at  the  Clinics.

REPORT  OF  THE  HARBOR  MASTER 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Our  harbor  survived  Hurricane  Donna  of  last  fall  very 
successfully.  It  came  with  such  surprise  that  most  of  the 
boats  were  left  on  their  moorings.  Your  Harbor  Masters  are 
pleased  to  report  that  none  of  the  moorings  dragged  which 
were  holding  boats  of  the  size  planned  for  them.  The  two 
moorings  that  did  drag,  had  larger  boats  on  them  than  they 
were  rated  for.  Three  of  the  boats  that  went  ashore,  cut 
themselves  off  due  to  poor  mooring  chocks  and  gear. 

The  mooring  area  of  our  harbor  is  now  being  used  to 
capacity,  with  very  few,  if  any,  mooring  spots  available. 

The  barge  on  the  opposite  shore  on  state  land,  still  poses 
a  threat  to  our  mooring  area  if  it  should  go  adrift  on  an 
extra  high  water. 

The  dredged  channel  is  in  need  of  checking  and  some 
dredging  to  maintain  the  charted  depths.

This  account  may  be  mildly  interesting  to  you  who  enjoy 
studying  growth  and  change  in  American  living,  but  it  be¬ 
comes  more  interesting  if  you  know  that  Mr.  Fisher  was  the 
preacher  who  was  hired  for  his  lifetime ;  that  Captain  Talbot 
won  a  real  contest  in  the  General  Court  of  the  Massachusetts 
Bay  Colony  and  in  Taunton  Town  Meeting  to  obtain  the  town¬ 
ship;  that  Leftenant  Pitts,  an  officer  in  the  Bristol  County 
militia,  lost  his  life  in  the  Indian  W ars ;  tnat  people  on  the 
east  side  of  Taunton  River  might  use  the  town  ferry  boat 
free  of  charge  to  come  to  church ;  that  descendants  of  the 
men  mentioned,  are  living  today  in  Dighton,  Berkley  or  Taun- 
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ton,  though  names  are  seldom  the  same.  Daughters  evidently 
married  and  stayed,  while  sons  migrated  to  the  West. 

An  adequate  history  must  be  built  on  more  than  town 
meeting  records.  Our  records  are  well  preserved  and  are  a 
credit  to  the  town,  but  town  meeting  records  can  merely 
hint  at  events  and  activities. 

Some  of  you  citizens  of  Dighton  must  have  learned  from 
your  parents  and  grandparents,  tales  of  other  days  in  this 
town.  Perhaps  you  citizens  of  Portuguese  descent  know 
stories  of  the  adventures  of  your  ancestors  in  settling  here. 
Perhaps  someone  has  information  of  early  industries. 

If  you  have  such  information,  please  share  it  with  me 
sometime  before  May  first.  You  may  be  sure  that  informa¬ 
tion  that  seems  trifling  to  you  will  probably  seem  important 
to  your  Town  Historian.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


At  the  organizational  meeting,  June  G.  Hambly  was 
elected  Chairman  and  Wilfred  A.  Rhines,  Clerk  of  Board.  It 
developed,  after  several  meetings,  that  Mrs.  Hambly  was 
unable  to  attend  on  a  regular  basis  due  to  illness.  It  was 
decided  by  the  Board  to  elect  a  Vice  Chairman,  to  conduct 
the  meetings  until  her  return.  The  Board  unanimously 
elected  Mr.  Milton  Kossoi  to  fill  this  post. 

During  the  year,  all  plans  presented  to  the  Board  were 
reviewed  pursuant  to  Subdivision  Control  Law ;  with  ten 
plans  being  approved  as  not  requiring  Subdivision  Control  and 
six  signed  under  the  Subdivision  Act. 

Pursuant  to  the  will  of  the  people  as  voted  at  the  last 
Town  Meeting,  the  Board  met  with  the  Selectmen  to  devise 
a  workable  prospectus  for  a  House  Numbering  and  Renumber¬ 
ing  System.  Once  this  was  done,  both  Boards  reviewed  five 
proposals  submitted  by  professional  planners.  It  was  the 
decision  of  both  Boards  that  Blair  Associates  of  Providence, 
Rhode  Island  be  awarded  the  contract  in  the  amount  of 
$2,000.00.  The  sixty  day  time  limit  was  extended  by  the 
Selectmen,  due  to  unforeseen  delays.

Assistance  was  granted  to  all  eligible  veterans  and  de¬ 
pendents  who  applied  for  benefits  during  the  year. 

The  Town  appropriation  of  $6,000.00  was  inadequate, 
therefore,  it  was  necessary  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $1,195.00 
from  another  account,  to  meet  the  needs  in  this  department. 
Total  expenditures  amounted  to  $7,195.48,  for  benefits  to  9 
cases,  representing  21  persons,  including  administrative  ex¬ 
pense  of  $334.78. 
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State  reimbursements  amounted  to  $2,542.29.  The  sum 
of  $423.59  was  refunded  to  the  town  in  accordance  with  dis¬ 
charge  of  assignment  for  one  case;  however,  the  amount  due 
State  is  $211.79  or  50%  of  total  refund. 

Sincere  thanks  are  expressed  to  the  State  Department  of 
Veterans’  Services  for  assistance  in  the  administration  of  this 
category  of  relief.  The  cooperation  of  Town  Officials  is  also 
appreciated.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Dighton: 

The  organizational  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  after 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  For  the  fifth  consecutive  year, 
the  chairmanships  were  divided  with  Mr.  Atwood  chosen  as 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Mr.  Benevides  for  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare,  Mr.  Torres  for  the  Board  of  Health, 
and  Mr.  Benevides  was  chosen  to  serve  as  recording  clerk  of 
the  three  Boards. 

Fifty-two  weekly  and  thirty-seven  special  meetings  were 
held  with  three  absentees.  Several  joint  meetings  were  held 
with  the  other  Town  Boards  and  Committees  to  discuss  and 
resolve  matters  of  mutual  interest. 

Necessary  hearings  were  held  upon  applications  received 
for  the  various  licenses  as  required.  All  transactions  have 
been  properly  recorded  and  the  many  statutory  requirements 
completed  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  ability. 

All  Board  members  have  participated  in  and  attended  all 
County  Association  meetings.  Some  members  attended  various 
governmental  conferences  on  the  Regional  and  State  level, 
where  and  when  convenient  in  an  effort  to  obtain  benefit  of 
experiences  to  better  serve  the  Town.  Hearings  were  at¬ 
tended  on  the  several  Chapter  90  and  Public  Works  projects 
in  behalf  of  the  Town’s  interest. 

All  appointments  of  Town  Officers  and  Committees  have 
been  recorded  with  the  Town  Clerk  together  with  the  list  of 
jurors,  and  are  contained  in  the  Clerk’s  annual  report.  An¬ 
nual  reports  of  the  numerous  Town  Officers  and  Departments 
as  required  by  law  are  contained  in  this  1960  Town  Officers’ 
Report. 

All  special  committee  activity  and  reports  are  included  in 
the  record  of  the  Town  Clerk.  All  votes  and  orders  of  the 
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Town  Meeting  have  been  accomplished  with  the  exception  of 
the  study  committee  on  the  feasibility  of  combining  District 
functions  with  local  Town  government.  Inasmuch  that  a 
recent  sewage  study  report  recommends  the  establishment 
of  a  sewage  district  in  the  North  Dighton  aiea,  it  has  been 
deemed  advisable  to  postpone  any  consideration  or  planning 
for  change  of  organization  on  the  Town  level  pending  more 
definite  action  within  the  district  concerned. 

The  year  1960  can  be  considered  as  the  ending  of  a 
decade  where  large  capital  outlays  were  made;  and  also  the 
year  of  completion  of  a  long  range  financial  planning  program 
which  was  adopted  in  1955  by  the  Town. 

TAX  RATE  INCREASE 

The  capital  costs  of  the  new  Regional  School  and  the 
additional  operation  expenses  reflected  to  a  very  high  degree 
on  the  $24.00  tax  rate  increase. 

NATURAL  DISASTERS  AND  STORMS 

The  severe  blizzards  of  March  3  and  December  12  to¬ 
gether  with  hurricane  “Donna”  of  September  12  taxed  large 
expenditures  on  the  several  departments  responsible  for 
disaster  services.  The  overall  cost  to  the  Town  for  these 
three  storms  exceeded  $8,000.00. 

SEWAGE  STUDY 

Under  authority  of  the  Town  Meeting  vote,  the  Board 
engaged  the  services  of  Fay,  Spofford  and  Thorndike  of 
Boston,  Engineering  Consultants ;  to  obtain  a  study  and 
preliminary  plan  of  the  sewage  subject  in  the  North  Dighton 
area.  This  study  and  preliminary  plan  has  been  completed, 
accepted  and  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health,  Division  of  Sanitary  Engineering  and  the  local  Board 
of  Health.  Briefly,  the  study  recommends  the  forming  of  a 
sewer  district  within  the  area  and  the  construction  of  a 
sewage  treatment  facility.  Legislation  will  be  required  to 
enable  the  formation  of  a  district  and  the  necessary  organiza¬ 
tion  and  financial  provisions  to  put  the  recommendation  of  the 
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study  into  effect.  The  program  is  at  present  awaiting  the 
results  of  a  study  for  the  City  of  Taunton  to  determine  the 
possibility  of  a  joint  undertaking  for  a  treatment  facility  of 
adjacent  and  bounding  areas  which  may  be  of  financial  ad¬ 
vantage  to  all  interested  parties  related  to  the  subject. 

TOWN  OFFICE  EXPANSION 

The  Town  Office  Expansion  project  is  complete.  The 
revision  and  added  space  should  meet  the  Town’s  needs  for 
some  time  to  come.  The  work  was  done  by  local  personnel 
under  supervision  of  the  committee.  The  appropriation  as 
made  was  adequate  and  several  minor  expenses  are  pending, 
which  may  be  accomplished  by  means  of  the  Town  Office 
general  account. 

TOWN  ACCOUNTANT 

The  new  system  of  accounting  which  was  adopted  by  a 
Town  vote  will  be  in  full  operation  upon  termination  of  the 
present  term  of  the  Town  Auditor  in  March  of  1961.  The 
Board  appointed  Mrs.  Myrtle  N.  Wilson  of  Pleasant  Street, 
Dighton  to  the  office  of  Town  Accountant  as  provided  under 
the  statute.  The  system  is  offering  the  Town  and  the  several 
departments  many  advantages  and  many  other  improvements 
are  forthcoming. 

SOUTH  STATION  CONSTRUCTION 

The  new  South  Fire  Station  is  nearly  complete  except 
for  the  removal  of  the  old  building  which  is  being  dismantled, 
and  the  grading  and  landscaping  of  the  grounds  which  is 
scheduled  in  the  spring  by  Town  personnel.  The  acceptance 
of  the  new  building  from  the  contractor  is  presently  being 
planned,  and  at  the  same  time,  the  citizens  will  be  offered 
an  opportunity  to  examine  the  new  facility. 

The  Selectmen  extend  to  the  members  of  the  Building 
Committee,  our  appreciation  for  their  untiring  services  and 
efforts;  and  also  to  Mr.  Israel  Almy,  the  architect  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  general  contractors’  force,  Sullivan  and  Foster, 
Inc.,  our  gratitude  for  their  interest  and  services  in  pio\iding 
the  Town  with  a  valuable  structure  for  its  use  and  occupation. 
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HOUSE  NUMBERING 

The  Board  engaged  the  services  of  Blair  Associates,  Inc. 
of  Providence,  Rhode  Island  to  provide  a  house  numbering 
and  re-numbering  system  which  had  been  designed  and  ap¬ 
proved  jointly  with  the  Planning  Board.  The  preparation  of 
the  system  is  complete  and  the  various  materials  have  been 
delivered.  As  this  report  is  being  compiled,  the  notices  of 
assigned  numbers  and  copies  of  descriptive  material  for  the 
system  are  being  prepared  in  the  Town  Offices  for  mailing. 
The  effective  date  of  the  new  system  has  been  established 
for  March  1,  1961.

It  is  the  mutual  belief  of  the  consultant  and  the  Boards 
of  Selectmen  and  Planning  that  the  Town  will  have  a  perfect 
House  Numbering  System  and  will  enable  all  services  and 
persons  to  perform  more  efficiently. 


STREET  DEPARTMENT  GARAGE 

The  facilities  and  services  offered  by  the  new  street 
garage  are  increasing  each  day.  Gradually  new  equipment 
and  tools  are  being  procured  and  in  time,  the  facility  will 
offer  even  greater  service  and  convenience  to  all  depart¬ 
ments.  Its  usage  in  storms  and  other  emergencies  has  proven 
to  be  of  unmeasured  value  to  the  Town  and  the  Department. 


ANNIVERSARY  CELEBRATION 

The  plans  for  the  250th  Anniversary  Celebration  in  1962 
are  being  formulated  and  are  underway.  The  organizing  of 
various  committees  is  being  presently  undertaken.  More 
than  sixty  individuals  have  registered  their  desire  to  partici¬ 
pate.  Practically  all  civic,  religious  and  governmental  organi¬ 
zations  have  responded  and  are  entered  in  the  planning.  A 
full  program  of  events  is  being  scheduled  and  by  Memorial 
Day  of  1962,  a  most  interesting  celebration  will  be  underway.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will 
be  limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age 
or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  follow¬ 
ing  January  1.  There  will  be  no  exceptions  made  to  this 
ruling. 

Birth  Certificates 

Presentation  of  a  birth  certificate  is  required  for  entrance 
to  the  first  grade. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a  certificate  of  vaccination  or  a  statement  from  his 
physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable. 

NO  SCHOOL  INFORMATION 

Elementary  and  Junior  High  School 

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  the  elementary 
school  the  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio  Station  WPEP, 
Taunton  and  over  Radio  Station  WSAR,  Fall  River. 

High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  safely  operated  there 
will  be  school  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School 
unless  unforseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close.  In 
the  event  of  closing,  the  information  will  be  specifically  an¬ 
nounced  over  the  radio  as  indicated  above  for  the  elementary 

schools. 

TRANPORTATION 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  at¬ 
tended  or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  neaiest  bus  stop. 
Many  pupils  living  at  lesser  distances  along  established 
routes  are  transported  if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will 
permit.  From  time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  trans¬ 
portation  to  some  of  those  living  under  the  required  distance 
when  our  buses  are  filled  to  capacity  with  children  living 

at  a  greater  distance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton : 

I  herewith  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Schools  in  Dighton.  Incorporated  herein  is  the 
report  of  the  Principals,  the  Music  Supervisors  and  the  School 
Nurse.  It  is  recommended  that  you  read  them  carefully  so 
that  you  may  acquaint  yourself  with  the  many  changes  in 
the  Dighton  School  System  during  the  past  year. 

High  School 

In  June  Dighton  High  School  closed  its  doors  as  a  high 
school  and  became  Dighton  Junior  High  School.  Our  high 
school  pupils  now  attend  the  Dighton-Rehobth  Regional  High 
School.  A  report  of  the  activities  of  that  school  will  be  found 
in  the  Town  Report.  Most  of  the  faculty  of  Dighton  High 
School  will  be  found  in  the  Regional  High  School. 

This  report  will  be  devoted  to  the  elementary  phase  of 
our  program. 

Personnel 

Several  of  our  good  teachers  left  us  for  other  positions 
last  June.  Perhaps  our  greatest  loss  was  that  of  Mr.  F. 
Edward  Nicolas  who  had  been  Elementary  School  Principal 
for  five  years.  Mr.  Nicolas  was  slated  to  be  district  principal 
of  the  Elementary  ancl  Junior  High  School.  He  took  a 
position  as  assistant  superintendent  of  schools  in  Plymouth 
and  has  since  been  made  superintendent.  Other  personnel 
who  left  were  Mr.  Francis  Lussier  to  be  assistant  principal 
of  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School;  Mr.  Albert 
Genovese  to  be  a  language  teacher  at  Freetown-Lakeville  Re¬ 
gional  High  School;  Miss  Clare  Hanrahan  to  be  married  and 
teach  elsewhere ;  Mr.  Leo  Wontkowski  to  teach  mathematics 
at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School;  Mr.  Ray¬ 
mond  Kelliher  to  devote  time  to  further  study;  Mrs.  Mary 
Mansueto  to  become  a  teaching  principal  in  Raynham.  These 
people  leaving,  left  us  with  many  important  vacancies  in  our 
faculty  especially  when  the  majority  of  these  people  were

to  make  up  the  faculty  of  the  Junior  High  School  that  moved 
into  the  old  Dighton  High  School. 

The  School  Committee  decided  to  hire  two  principals  as 
follows:  Dr.  Rose  Borges,  a  native  of  Dighton  with  many 
years  of  experience  as  a  teacher  and  teaching  principal  in 
our  schools,  was  hired  as  Elementary  School  Principal  in 
charge  of  grades  1-5  and  the  special  class.  Dr.  Borges  had 
just  returned  from  a  years  leave  of  absence  to  teach  at  the 
American  School  in  Caracas,  Venezuela.  Mr.  Edward  Aleixo, 
and  assistant  principal  in  the  Taunton  Schools  was  hired  to  be 
Principal  of  the  Junior  High  School  and  teach  mathematics. 

The  remaining  faculty  members  to  be  selected  were  as 
follows :  Mrs.  Mary  Fleming  from  the  Freetown  public  schools 
to  teach  grade  3,  Miss  Louise  Weiler  a  graduate  of  North¬ 
eastern  University  to  teach  grade  4 ;  Miss  Frances  Bergstrom 
and  Mrs.  Mary  Gannon,  a  former  Dighton  teacher,  were 
selected  to  teach  the  sixth  grades  that  are  housed  in  the  Junior 
High  School.  Miss  Mary  Louise  Po,  a  graduate  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  School  of  Art  was  made  art  and  literature  teachei  , 
Mr.  Everett  Jose  of  Bridgewater  Teachers  College  is  teaching 
social  studies;  Miss  Nancy  Holt  and  Mr.  John  Wood  are 
teaching  girls  and  boys  physical  education  respectively  and 
also  teach  general  science  to  both  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades.  Mr.  James  O’Donnell,  a  graduate  of  Fitchburg 
Teachers  College,  was  selected  to  teach  mathematics  and  in¬ 
dustrial  arts. 

Miss  Olive  Kelley  who  taught  grade  six  was  transferred 
to  grade  five.  Mrs.  Anne  Phillips  who  has  taught  in  Dighton 
for  many  years  was  made  teacher  of  the  Special  Class. 

Program 

Many  of  the  subjects  that  have  been  lacking  in  our  pro¬ 
gram  we  have  been  able  to  place  in  our  schedule  this  year.  A 
Special  Class  has  been  started  for  those  who  need  help  in 
learning.  We  have  a  third  division  fourth  grade  to  relieve  a 
crowded  condition  there.  Other  areas  at  the  Elementary 
School  have  been  made  available  to  improve  our  visual  aid 
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and  music  programs.  At  the  Junior  High  School  level  we 
have  instituted  a  program  of  industrial  arts  for  boys  and 
expanded  our  home  economics  program  for  girls.  Our  science 
program  has  been  improved.  We  have  better  library  facili¬ 
ties  and  this  helps  our  English  and  social  studies  program. 

We  are  now  in  the  process  of  meeting  with  teachers  from 
Rehoboth  to  coordinate  and  improve  our  programs  so  that 
the  transition  from  elementary  and  junior  high  school  to  the 
high  school  may  be  a  smooth  one. 

Repairs  and  Improvements 

Our  maintenance  department  saw  some  changes  due  to 
the  Regional  School.  Mr.  Howell  Carr,  former  head  cus¬ 
todian  at  Dighton  High  School,  was  made  head  custodian  at 
the  Regional  School.  Mr.  Alvin  Silvia,  custodian  at  the 
Elementary  School,  was  made  head  custodian  at  the  Junior 
High  School.  Mr.  Frank  Rogers  was  hired  to  replace  Mr. 
Silvia. 

The  usual  cleaning  was  accomplished  at  both  schools 
during  the  summer.  The  locker  rooms  and  cafeteria  at  the 
Junior  High  School  have  been  painted.  Some  ceilings  were 
painted  at  the  Elementary  School  and  all  the  brass  door 
pushers  and  kick  plates  have  been  refinished. 

In  the  line  of  major  repairs,  it  was  necessary  to  repair 
the  roof  of  the  Elementary  School  after  the  hurricane  last 
fall.  The  hot  water  tank  at  the  Junior  High  School  had  to 
be  replaced,  and  the  driveway  through  the  parking  area  was 
repaired. 

This  year  we  hope  to  carry  out  our  painting  program  in 
both  schools. 

Our  schools  are  kept  in  very  good  repair  due  to  the  con¬ 
scientious  efforts  of  Mr.  Costa,  Mr.  Rogers,  Mr.  Silvia  and 
Mr.  Leonard.  Their  work  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Cafeteria 

It  was  decided  not  to  prepare  meals  at  the  old  High 
School  this  year  but  to  canteen  them  from  the  Elementary 
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School.  In  doing  this  we  were  able  to  cut  down  on  labor  and 
still  maintain  good  quality.  We  have  been  able  to  do  well 
financially  and  hope  to  be  able  to  improve  our  program  as 
finances  increase.  The  success  of  this  program  is  due  to  the 
willingness  of  Mrs.  Bettencourt  and  her  helpers  to  accept 

changes. 


Budget 

The  local  budget  appears  to  be  down  this  year.  How¬ 
ever  this  is  due  to  the  removal  of  the  high  school  budget 
from  this  figure.  Actually  overall  Regional  and  Local,  the 
budget  is  up  about  3%.  This  increase  is  due  mainly  to  two 
principals  instead  of  one  for  grades  one  through  eight  p  us 
the  addition  of  four  new  teachers  at  the  same  level  this  year. 
Other  budget  items  remain  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

Conclusion 

This  year  has  been  a  difficult  one  due  to  many  changes  in 
both  staff  and  physical  plants.  These  changes  could  not  have 
been  accomplished  as  smoothly  had  it  not  been  foi  the  co¬ 
operation  given  by  the  entire  staff.  I  wish  to  thank  all  of 
them  for  their  untiring  efforts  in  bringing  about  the  changes 
with  so  little  confusion.  I  wish  to  thank  all  Town  Officials 
who  have  helped  us  this  year. 

A  special  thank  you  is  due  to  Miss  Babbitt,  clerk  in  my 
office,  and  the  other  clerks  who  kept  records  and  reports  of 

the  changes. 

In  conclusion  I  would  say  to  you  that  1  hope  through 
changes  we  have  improved  our  school  program  and  if  you 
have  any  questions  concerning  our  schools  please  call  on  us.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Mr.  Robert  T.  Roy, 

Superintendent  of  Schools 

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

I  submit  my  1960  report  as  School  Nurse. 

The  school  health  program  is  started  before  the  opening 
of  school  in  September,  by  Dr.  Charles  M.  Souza,  school  physi¬ 
cian.  He  examines  the  High  School  boys  taking  part  in  the 
competitive  sport  program  so  practice  can  get  started  early. 
All  annual  physical  examinations  are  then  completed  as  soon 
as  possible — noting  weight,  height,  nutrition,  etc.  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Vision  and  Puretone  Audiometer  testing  is  carried 
on  all  during  the  year.  Parents  are  notified  of  any  defects 
from  these  examinations. 

In  October,  Dighton  was  presented  with  a  Maico  Audio¬ 
meter  by  the  Dighton  Lions  Club  to  be  used  in  the  schools 
or  by  the  townspeople.  This  was  a  great  help  to  me,  as  a 
pupil  can  now  be  tested  at  any  time,  not  having  to  wait  to 
borrow  the  equipment  from  the  Massachusetts  State  Depart¬ 
ment  or  nearby  towns. 

The  Pre-school  clinic  was  held  April  14th  with  23  children 
vaccinated  against  small-pox.  The  clinics  for  immunization 
against  diptheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  were  held 
March  17,  April  14  and  May  12th. 

Registration  for  pupils  entering  school  in  September  was 
during  the  week  of  April  25th.  71  registered  at  this  time  but 

two  were  not  to  enter  school  in  1960. 

Get  acquainted  Day  was  May  18th  with  about  65  children 
with  a  parent,  attending.  This  has  proved  to  be  a  very 
popular  day,  as  well  as  beneficial  to  the  child,  parent  and 
school. 

Four  Polio  Clinics  were  held  during  the  year.  The  extra 
clinic  in  August  was  held  because  of  the  number  of  cases  of 
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Polio  in  nearby  Rhode  Island.  All  these  clinics  were  well 
attended. 

I  helped  with  the  home  visits  and  appointments  for 
examinations  in  getting  the  Opportunity  Class  started  this 

Fall. 

Again  I  wish  to  thank  the  school  personnel  and  parents 
for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  in  the  health  program.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
DIGHTON  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Mr.  Robert  T.  Roy, 

Superintendent  of  Schools 

Herewith  is  submitted  my  first  annual  lepoit  as  the 
principal  of  the  Dighton  Junior  High  School. 

With  218  students  present,  the  Dighton  Junior  High 
School  opened  this  year  as  a  complete  and  separate  entity  in 
the  building  which  formerly  housed  the  Dighton  Senior  High 
School.  Not  only  was  the  physical  plant  different,  but  also 
the  administration  and  most  of  the  faculty  were.  In  spite  of 
the  many  changes  and  unfamiliarities,  school  opened  smooth 

ly  and  effectively. 

CURRICULUM 

Two  sixth  grades  operate  as  an  integral  part  of  the 
Junior  High.  Both  of  these  sixth  grades  function  as  self- 

contained  units.

The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  use  a  departmentalized 
system  of  operation.  Each  class  gets  instruction  in  the 
various  fields  of  learning  typical  of  the  Junior  High  School 
level.  This  instruction  is  aimed  at  the  training  of  all  of  the 
facets  of  a  child’s  growth  and  development  by  teachers  who 
have  been  specially  trained  in  their  various  subject  areas. 

A  comprehensive  science  program  is  underway  utilizing 
the  excellent  facilities  of  the  former  high  school  laboratory. 
A  science  fair  is  being  planned  for  sometime  in  the  Spring. 

To  train  the  physical  side  of  a  child’s  development, 
physical  education  instruction  is  carried  out  by  trained  male 
and  female  physical  education  instructors.  This  program 
reaches  down  to  include  the  sixth  grades. 

To  further  expand  and  balance  the  course  of  instruction 
offered  in  the  school,  a  wood  working  and  mechanical  draw¬ 
ing  course  is  offered  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  James  O’Don¬ 
nell.  Many  useful  and1  worth-while  projects  have  been  plan¬ 
ned  by  this  department  for  this  year. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  English  and  Mathematics  programs 
can  be  strengthened  by  regrouping  the  potential  academic 
and  scientific  course  students  and  presenting  courses  of 
studies  more  commensurate  with  the  abilities  of  these  stu¬ 
dents. 

GUIDANCE 

Guidance  is  a  contiual  and  ever-present  process  in  our 
school.  The  guidance  program  is  carried  out  by  the  home 
room  teachers  and  the  principal.  Frequent  conferences  are 
held  between  the  student  and  the  teacher;  and  the  student 
and  the  principal.  These  conferences  are  aimed  at  helping 
the  student  in  solving  problems  encountered  in  normal  school 
activities.  We  are  in  close  contact  and  co-operate  with  other 
agencies  of  the  community  which  offer  assistance  in  the  fields 
related  to  guidance.  Extra  attention  and  help  is  provided 
students  with  special  study  problems  and  difficulties  by  all 
teachers  at  the  close  of  school  each  day. 
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EXTRACURRICULA  ACTIVITIES 

Student  Council — The  Student  Council  is  an  active  and 
important  student  function  in  our  school.  They  assist  in 
supervising  and  approving  student  sponsored  activities  under 
the  guidance  and  direction  of  the  teachers  and  principal. 

Athletics — The  athletics  program  is  full  and  compie- 
hensive.  Boys’  basketball  and  baseball  teams  are  planned 
and  a  full  schedule  of  games  is  played  with  other  schools  in 
the  area.  This  program  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Boys’ 
Physical  Education  Instructor,  Mr.  John  Wood. 

Miss  Nancy  Holt,  the  Girls’  Physical  Education  Instruc¬ 
tor,  coaches  a  girls’  program  which  includes  basketball  and 

softball. 

Newspaper— An  excellent  school  newspaper  is  published 
by  the  students  under  the  sponsorship  and  direction  of  Mis. 
Eunisa  Wordell. 

Girls’  Glee  Club— The  Girls’  Glee  Club  is  a  very  active 
unit.  This  winter,  they,  in  collaboration  with  the  Dighton 
Elementary  School,  presented  the  highly  successful  annual 
Christmas  Festival.  This  group  is  directed  by  Mr.  Donald 
Morrison,  the  Vocal  Music  Supervisor. 

Band— We,  in  the  Junior  High  School,  are  very  proud  of 
our  outstanding  school  band  which  is  under  the  capable  lead¬ 
ership  of  Mr.  Charles  Lincoln,  Instrumental  Music  Super- 

visor. 


MISCELLANY 

An  important  role  in  the  general  welfare  and  pleasant 
atmosphere  which  prevails  in  our  school  is  played  by  our 
custodial  staff,  Mr.  Alvin  Silvia  and  Mr.  Charles  Leonard. 
For  their  co-operation  and  capable  assistance,  I  am  extremely 
grateful. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Civil  Defense  Director,  Mr. 
Rebello,  a  highly  successful  air  raid  evacuation  drill  was  held 
by  the  students  and  teachers. 
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In  recognition  of  Fire  Prevention  Week,  a  fire  drill  was 
held  under  the  direction  of  Fire  Chief  Willis  who  upon  com- 
pletition  of  the  drill  addressed  the  students  who  were  as¬ 
sembled  for  the  occasion. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

With  the  realization  that  in  a  democratic  society  as  exists 
here  in  America  and  with  the  goal  of  giving  every  student 
in  Dighton  the  opportunity  to  get  the  best  possible  education 
within  our  power  to  do  so,  I  am  recommending  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  Special  Education  Class  for  the  Junior  High 
Level  in  order  that  the  students  of  low  ability  make  the 
maximum  advantage  of  his  schooling  so  that  he  can  play  an 
active  and  intelligent  role  in  his  duties  as  a  citizen  in  a 
democracy. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  the  present  woodworking 
shop  be  converted  into  a  combination-art-music  room  in  order 
that  these  phases  of  our  educational  program  be  utilized  to 
its  fullest  potential  and  that  the  former  vocational  auto  shop 
be  put  into  use  as  the  new  woodworking  shop. 

CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  school  committee;  Mr.  Robert  T.  Roy,  Superintendent  of 
Schools;  for  the  co-operation  extended  to  me  and  my  staff. 
Also  to  the  co-occupants  of  our  building,  many  thanks  for 
their  co-operation,  understanding  and  kindnesses.  I  wish  to 
insure  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton  that  we  will  do  all 
in  our  power  to  continue  to  give  the  students  in  our  charge 
the  best  possible  education  that  is  within  our  power  to  impart.

My  report  as  Supervising  Principal  of  the  Dighton  Ele- 
mnetary  School  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

ENROLLMENT 

The  enrollment  in  September  was  377.  Pupils  from  grade 
one  thru  the  fifth  grade  and  the  Opportunity  Class  are  now 
housed  at  the  Dighton  Elementary  School. 

CURRICULUM 

New  Time  Schedule 

8:30  A.M.  Playground  period  before  8:30  A.M. 

8:30  A.M.  Pupils  pass  to  Classrooms  for  pre-school  period. 
8:45  A.M.  Tardy  bell — regular  classes  begin. 

3:00  P.M.  Dismissal — Bus  schedule  3:00  P.  M.  to  about 

3:15  P.  M. 

Lengthening  of  School  Day 

The  extra  time  in  the  lengthened  school  day  has  been 
added  to  the  academic  program  and  not  to  the  extra  curricula 

activities  program. 

Time  Allotment  Program 

Studied  the  time  allotment  schedules  in  the  various 
grades  to  establish  a  well  balanced  uniform  subject  matter 
program  for  each  grade. 

As  indicated  in  a  previous  report  the  projected  curricu¬ 
lum  included  the  following  which  I  sincerely  hope  will  be 
added  to  our  program: 

1  An  Art  Instructor  for  grades  one  thru  five. 

2  Expansion  of  the  physical  education  program  from 
grades  one  thru  five. 

3  Foreign  language  program  with  instruction  in  Spanish 
rather  than  French. 
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CHANGES 

1  New  Reading  Program 

I  have  introduced  a  new  reading  method  using  our 
basic  system  in  grades  two  thru  five.  The  method  is 
founded  on  homogeneous  grouping  of  all  students  at 
each  grade  level.  The  plan  has  been  approved  by  Mr. 
Robert  T.  Roy,  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the 
Dighton  School  Committee.  The  method  has  been 
explained  to  parents  who  have  children  in  the  elemen¬ 
tary  grades. 

2  Reorganization  of  the  Cafeteria  Schedule 

Pupils  were  instructed  in  techniques  to  speed  up  serv¬ 
ice,  eliminate  confusion  and  minimize  noise  during  the 
lunch  period.  Courteous  dining  room  manners  and 
orderly  conduct  was  incorporated  into  the  program. 

3  Before  School  Play  Period 

Early  bus  pupils  have  an  opportunity  to  play  before 
classes  in  the  morning. 

4  Recess  Periods 

Recess  periods  scheduled  at  different  times  to  permit 
students  more  freedom  and  closer  supervision  on  the 
playground. 

5  Noon  Playground  Periods 

These  periods  have  been  organized  so  that  both  play¬ 
ground  areas  are  in  use  during  two  different  scheduled 
sessions  allowing  maximum  use  of  the  school  play¬ 
ground  for  physical  exercises  and  games. 

6  Monitor  System 

Training  of  students  to  assume  responsibilities  of 
citizenship  within  the  school  organization. 

GUIDANCE  PROGRAM 

1  Achievement  Testing  Program  for  all  Students. 

2  Arranging  Parent  Conference  meetings. 

3  An  Education  Week  Open  House  with  parents  ob¬ 
serving  teaching  methods  during  regular  class  sessions. 
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4  Parent-Teacher  Association  evening  session  with  par¬ 
ent-teacher  conferences. 

5  Guidance  and  counseling  service  for  pupils  with  social 
or  academic  problems. 

6  Beginning  the  accumulative  record  folders  for  each 
student  in  grade  one.  Compiling  further  information 
to  be  added  to  the  file  of  each  student  at  the  elemen¬ 
tary  level. 

OPPORTUNITY  CLASS 

An  opportunity  Class  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Anne 
M.  Phillips  has  been  started  at  the  Dighton  Elementary  School 
this  year.  This  is  a  class  in  which  children  who  are  unable 
to  keep  up  with  the  work  of  regular  classes  will  be  able  to 
proceed  at  a  rate  more  suitable  for  their  intellectual  abilities. 
The  Department  of  Education  has  established  requirements 
for  admission  to  these  classes,  foremost  of  which  that  each 
child  shall  be  examined  by  a  qualified  psychologist  prior  to 
enrollment  in  the  class.  The  reason  for  this  is  to  be  certain 
that  the  child  can  potentially  profit  from  such  a  placement. 
Children  have  trouble  keeping  up  with  their  classes  for  a 
variety  of  reasons.  These  include  intellectual  retardation, 
physical  handicap  or  emotional  and  adjustment  problems 
which  prevent  them  from  utilizing  the  potential  they  have. 
Only  the  intellectually  retarded  children  should  be  placed  in 
the  Opportunity  Class.  Our  school  psychologist  Paul  Sol¬ 
omon,  Ph.  D.  tested  the  children  who  are  enrolled  in  our 
Opportunity  Class. 

SPANISH  CLASS 

Recently  the  American  government  as  well  as  the  general 
public  has  realized  that  we  must  do  something  to  strengthen 
our  national  educational  system.  One  excellent  plan  is  to 
begin  the  study  of  foreign  languages  at  an  earlier  age.  The 
European  and  South  American  schools  have  been  doing  this 
for  many  years.  Whether  for  business,  politics  or  pleasure 
the  necessity  for  learning  modern  foreign  languages  is  becom¬ 
ing  most  important.  Having  taught  in  Caracas,  Venezuela 
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and  traveled  extensively  in  South  America  I  had  first  hand 
knowledge  of  the  need  for  knowing  Spanish.  When  one 
realizes  that  Mexico  all  the  Central  and  South  American 
countries  with  the  exception  of  Brazil  speak  the  Spanish 
language  one  becomes  aware  of  the  need  of  teaching  Spanish 
in  our  schools. 

LIBRARY 

There  is  a  need  for  improvement  and  expansion  of  our 
library  facilities.  Much  work  is  still  to  be  done  to  provide 
complete  and  adequate  service  as  a  school  library. 

SPEECH  CLINIC 

The  Speech  Clinic  program  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Helen  Lamb,  Speech  Therapist  is  conducted  every  Monday  at 
the  Dighton  Elementary  School.  All  students  are  carefully 
screened  in  the  first  grade  to  discover  and  assist  students 
with  speech  difficulties. 

Latest  statistics  tell  us  that  the  largest  group  of  handi¬ 
capped  children  in  America  are  “Speech  Cripples.”  Research 
reveals  that  more  than  two  million  children  have  serious 
speech  defects,  exceeding  the  combined  numbers  of  physically 
crippled  deaf,  blind  and  mentally  defective.  Of  these,  only 
a  small  proporton  have  organic  impairments,  such  as  Cerebral 
Palsy,  cleft  palate,  impaired  hearing  etc. 

These  statistics  are  startling  and  definitely  show  that  in 
the  near  future  we  will  need  more  time  for  our  Speech  Clinic. 

Last  year  we  started  a  pre-school  speech  program,  held 
after  3  P.  M.  at  the  above  school.  This  program  speaks  for 
itself,  as  the  following  quotation  taken  from  a  letter  of  a 
grateful  parent  will  show :  ‘.  .  .  .  through  the  pre-school  speech 
clinic,  my  boy  has  improved  greatly,  and  by  the  time  the 
next  school  year  rolls  around  he’ll  be  ready  for  first  grade 
with  no  impediment  and  no  complex.” 

We  do  wish  more  parents  would  take  advantage  of  the 
pre-school  speech  clinic. 
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Sometimes  it  is  advantageous  to  continue  therapy  through 
the  summer  vacation,  for  this  program  we  are  fortunate  in 
having  the  services  of  the  Camp  on  Marthas  Vineyard  for 

handicapped  children. 

CAFETERIA 

Under  the  National  Lunch  Program  our  cafeteria  serves 
all  the  students  in  both  the  Dighton  Elementary  and  the 
Dighton  Junior  High  Schools.  At  the  present  time  we  are 
operating  two  cafeteria  periods  in  each  building. 

The  lunch  program  under  the  efficient  management  of 
Mrs.  Alfrena  Bettencourt  and  her  assistants  sei\e  a  vel 
balanced  meal  at  a  moderate  cost. 

MAINTENANCE 

Our  custodians  Mr.  Antone  Costa  and  Mr.  Frank  Rogers 
should  be  commended  for  their  efforts  in  keeping  our  school 
plant  clean  and  in  excellent  repair. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1  In  order  to  care  for  the  large  classes  as  well  as  the 
anticipated  increase  in  the  fall  enrollment  I  am  recom¬ 
mending  another  teacher  for  the  fourth  grade,  third 
grade  and  the  first  grade. 

2  It  will  be  necessary  to  have  another  Opportunity  Class 
to  make  provision  for  the  younger  students  in  one  class¬ 
room  and  the  older  students  in  another  classroom. 

3  A  school  librarian  on  a  full  time  or  part  time  basis  to 
service  both  the  Dighton  Elementary  School  and  the 
Dighton  Junior  High  School. 

4  A  remedial-reading  teacher  to  help  pupils  of  normal 
intelligence  whose  reading  skill  is  considerably  below 
that  of  his  classmates. 

5  A  new  revised  report  card. 

6  Course  of  Study  Workshops. 

7  Expansion  of  the  Audio-Visual  program.

INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC  REPORT 

Mr.  Robert  Roy, 

Superintendent  of  Schools 
Dighton,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  instrumental  music  report 
for  Dighton  Elementary  and  Junior  High  School. 

At  the  Elementary  School,  instrumental  music  lessons 
are  offered  to  pupils  in  grades  four  and  five.  The  students 
receive  one  lesson  a  week.  The  duration  of  the  lesson  is 
either  thirty  or  forty-five  minutes  depending  on  the  number 
of  pupils  playing  a  particualr  instrument.  At  present  there 
are  thirty  pupils  in  grades  four  and  five  enrolled  in  the  instru¬ 
mental  music  program.  Prior  to  1960-61  school  year  lessons 
were  given  in  the  school  storage  room  or  auditorium.  This 
year  a  classroom  is  now  available  for  the  Music  Department. 
The  added  space  and  facilities  of  the  classroom  have  been 
extremely  beneficial  to  the  program. 
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Lessons  are  offered  in  all  grades  at  the  Junior  High 
School.  Each  pupil  receives  one  lesson  a  week  on  a  rotating 
schedule.  There  are  thirty-six  pupils  receiving  group  lessons. 
Six  are  new  students  and  the  remaining  intermediates. 

The  Junior  High  School  Band  meets  three  days  a  week. 
In  previous  years  the  band  rehearsed  before  school  foi  two 
forty-five  minute  periods  a  week  but  due  to  the  change  in  bus 
schedule  it  is  impossible  to  do  so  this  year.  The  band  now 
meets  on  Tuesday  during  the  activity  period  and  on  Wednes¬ 
day  and  Thursday  band  members  eat  the  early  lunch  and 
practice  during  the  following  recess  period.  Ihe  length  of 
the  Wednesday  and  Thursday  rehearsal  is  approximately 
twenty  to  twenty-eight  minutes. 

The  band  has  performed  at  the  Christmas  assembly  and 
annual  Christmas  concert. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  admin¬ 
istrators  of  both  the  Elementary  and  Junior  High  School  for 
their  cooperation  in  helping  us  meet  the  changes  brought 
about  by  the  addition  of  the  Junior  High  School,  and  thus 
maintaining  an  active  instrumental  music  program.

REPORT  OF  THE  VOCAL  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

Mr.  Robert  T.  Roy,

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Supervisor 
of  Vocal  Music. 

The  same  basic  course  of  study  is  being  followed  in  the 
Elementary  and  Junior  High  Schools  this  year,  predicated  on 
the  belief  that  a  successful  music  program  must  capitalize 
on  children’s  natural  interest  in  music.  This  is  done  by 
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presenting  experiences  which  appeal  to  the  child  through  the 
wide  range  of  activities  included  in  the  world  of  music.  In 
this  type  of  program,  we  are  attempting  to  impart  not  only 
the  skills  necessary  to  produce  music,  but  also  the  ability  to 
be  selective  consumers  of  music.  Specifically,  the  course  of 
study  is  planned  so  that  the  students  will  have  (1)  the  ability 
to  use  music  as  a  means  of  self-expression  and  communica¬ 
tion,  (2)  an  understanding  of  the  musical  expressions  of 
others;  and  (3)  an  awareness  of  as  much  of  the  science  of 
music  as  will  aid  in  giving  meaning  to  music  as  an  art. 

A  highly  successful  year  has  been  enjoyed  by  the  choral 
and  Senior  High  Glee  Clubs  presented  their  annual  spring 
organizations.  On  the  evening  of  May  20th,  1960,  the  Junior 
program.  Compositions  were  performed  ranging  from  sacred 
to  present  day  musical  comedy.  The  Junior  High  group  also 
participated  in  a  series  of  exchange  concerts  with  glee  clubs 
from  the  Carver  and  Lakeville  schools.

report  of  the  DIGHTON-REHOBOTH 
REGIONAL  DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


In  the  year  1960  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High 
School  became  a  reality.  During  the  spring  and  summer  a 
faculty  consisting  of  thirty-eight  people  was  assemblec. 
faculty  included  thirty  academic  teachers,  four  vocation 
teachers,  a  principal,  an  assistant  principal,  a  vocational  direc¬ 
tor  and  a  guidance  counselor.  Of  the  thirty  academic  teach¬ 
ers  five  were  chosen  as  department  heads.  These  peop  e 
along  with  the  administrators  began  work  early  in  August  o 
insure  a  smooth  opening  of  the  new  school.  The  entire  faculty 
began  work  the  last  week  in  August  and  had  some  two  and 
one  half  weeks  to  prepare  for  the  opening  of  school.  1  ns 
time  was  more  than  we  had  anticipated  but  hurricane  Don- 


na 


delayed  our  opening  about  three  days. 


It  was  fortunate  indeed  that  the  faculty  was  available 
to  work  for  the  opening  as  we  learned  in  July  that  we  were 
to  have  two  sections  of  the  building  instead  of  three  ready 
for  September  as  we  had  planned  for.  Long  hours  of  chang¬ 
ing  plans  by  Mr.  Harrington,  the  principal  and  Mr.  Day  the 
vocational  director  and  their  faculty  allowed  us  to  open  the 
school  on  September  15,  1960  in  a  remarkably  smooth  manner. 


A  head  custodian,  four  custodians  and  a  matron  were 
hired  during  the  summer  and  upon  them  has  fallen  the  duty 
of  keeping  a  building  clean  that  was  not  only  housing  530 
pupils  but  had  many  tradesmen  working  not  only  m  the 
unfinished  sections  but  traveling  about  in  the  finished  sec¬ 
tions.  Two  clerks  began  work  in  August  and  it  is  their  job 
to  keep  the  records  up  to  date,  take  care  of  correspondence 
for  the  administrators  and  perform  the  many  other  tasks 
connected  with  a  school  office. 

As  previously  stated  we  opened  with  two  sections  out  of 
five  possible  sections  of  the  building  available  to  us.  The 
two  sections  were  the  shop  and  the  English,  social  studies, 
foreign  language  and  commercial  subject  wing.  In  Octobei 
we  were  given  the  library  and  the  dining  part  of  the  cafeteiia. 
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In  November  the  science-mathematics  wing  was  made  avail¬ 
able  and  by  the  end  of  December  the  gymnasium  and  the 
cafeteria  kitchen  were  ready.  We  expect  the  aduitorium 
and  the  music  rooms  to  be  ready  some  time  in  January. 

Some  of  the  major  contracts  awarded  during  the  year 
were  for  the  sewerage  treatment  plant  which  has  been  com¬ 
pleted,  the  water  system  completed  and  the  landscaping  which 
is  about  75%  complete.  Contracts  for  furniture,  shop  equip¬ 
ment,  gymnasium  equipment  and  other  equipment  have  been 
awarded  and  in  most  cases  completely  furnished. 

Through  the  first  four  months  of  school  the  spirit  has 
been  exceptionally  good.  The  pupils,  teachers  and  adminis¬ 
tration  have  cooperated  to  our  new  program  an  excellent  one. 
We  hope  that  this  is  an  indication  of  the  spirit  that  will 
prevail  for  many  years  to  come. 

In  closing  it  should  be  stated  that  the  Committee  realizes 
that  the  townspeople  would  like  to  see  the  building.  As  soon 
as  the  buildings  are  complete  and  one  hundred  percent  in 
operation  we  plan  to  have  an  “open  house  to  show  the  build¬ 
ing  to  the  public.  In  the  meantime  the  Committee  wishes 
to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  townspeople  foi  enabling 
them  to  build  a  school  equal  to  the  best  in  the  area  for  the 
high  school  pupils  of  Dighton  and  Rehoboth.
